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4,000 More GIs Reach Vietnam 

Saigon 

A 4,000-man brigade from the United States 82nd Airborne 
Division has arrived in Vietnam to bolster allied forces in a war 
now marked by renewed jungle fighting along with continued Com¬ 
munist pressure around Saigon. 

The U.S. Command said the reinforcements included many vet- 
lerans of Vietnam. They are assigned to the America! Envision, 
j elements of which reported killing 148 of the enemy in a coast, a l 
| engagement at a cost of two dead and 14 woumied. 

Pressure is being maintained on Khe Sanh, fire U .S. Marine 
j base in the northwest corner of South Vietnam. North Vietnamese 
gunners fired more than 100 rounds of artillery, rocket and mortar 
fire at the base in 24 hours. Briefing officers said casualties amt 
damage were light. 

U. S. B-52 Stratofortresses staged two saturation raids on sus¬ 
pected enemy troop concentrations and weapons positions six mdes 
west of Khe Sanh. 

A U. S. spokesman said air strikes and artillery bombardment 
of Communist positions around the base killed 31 enemy troops, de¬ 
stroyed a .50-caliber macliine-gun emplacement, and touched off 36 
secondary explosions among ammunition dumps and fuel stores.

Air-Mail Stamp

United States Postmaster General Lawrence F. O’Brien has an¬ 
nounced that a 10-eent air mail postage stamp commemorating the 
50th anniversary of regularly scheduled air-mail service will be is¬ 
sued with, first-day ceremonies May 15 in Washington, D.C. 

Mr. O’Brien’s announcement coincided with a ceremony in San 
Trancisco, where Assistant Postmaster General William J. Hartigan 
unveiled the design of the stamp before an audience that included 
rpioneer fliers. 

The stamp reproduces a Curtiss Jenney, the feeble little 90 h.-p. 
biplane that carried mail on the Washington-New York City run 
lien service was established May 15, 1918. A similar airplane ap- 
eared on the 24-cent stamp of 1918 that was issued for the new 
iovvice. A sheet of 100 of these stamps was printed inverted in 
error, and the upside-down airplane stamp is now worth more than 
$ 20 , 000 . 

The actual airplane on both stamps, number 382G2, was all ill- 
fated. This was the plane that President Woodrow Wilson and an 
array of dignitaries watched as it took off from Washington and 
flew in the wrong direction. A faulty compass was blamed for the 
flight that ended hear Waldorf, Md., 20 miles south of Washington. 

The New York-Washington flight of that clay came through on 
ivhedule, however, and air-mail service was born. In the first year 
of air mail, the flight completion record exceeded the hopes of even 
the most ardent supporters of aviation. Of 1,208 trips flown, 53 
were forced down by bad weather and 37 were incomplete because of 
engine trouble, for a flight completion record of better than 92 per¬ 
cent. 

The "horizontal stamp will be printed in black, blue, and red. 
The airplane will be printed in black on the Giori press as will an 
irregular, wavy-lined background, and the inscription “50th Anni¬ 
versary of U. S. Air Mail Service” across the top, “10c” lower light, 
and “Air Mail” vertical right. A blue background and blue and red 
udder segments will be printed by lithography. 

The stamp was designed by ITorduv Rarlsson, who is on the 
graphics staff of the International Monetary Fund, in Washington, 
D.C. It is his first American stamp. In 1965, he won a competition 
sponsored by the council of European Post and Telecommunications 
for a stamp to be used by European countries. Sixteen nations used 
.bis design. The stamp was modeled by Howard C. Mildner and 
engraved by Arthur W. Dintaman (vignette) and Howard F. Sharp¬ 
ie.ss (lettering) of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 

Collectors desiring first-day cancellations may send addressed 
envelopes, together with remittance to cover the cost of the stamps 
to be afFixed, to the Postmaser, Washingon, D.C. 20013. A close- 
nttting enclosure of postal-card thickness should be placed in each 
envelope and the flap either turned in or sealed. The envelope to 
the Postmaster should be endorsed “First Day Covers 10c Air Mail 
Service Stamp.” Orders should be postmarked no later than May 15.

Students Who worked part-time 
or during the summer may have 
a refund coming on their 19(57 
Federal income tax returns, Wil¬ 
liam E. Williams, District Direc¬ 
tor of Internal Revenue said to¬ 
day. 

Students are required to file n 
tax return if they earned $600 
or more. If they earned less than 
$600 and taxes were withheld 
from wages by their employers, 
they should file a return in or¬ 
der to obtain a refund of the 
tax withheld from their wages. 

Unmarried students who earn 
less than $900 will not owe any 
Federal income tax. They are 
entitled to claim the usual $600 
personal exemption, plus a $300 
minimum standard deduction. 

iStudents are entitled to claim 
their own personal exemption 
when filing a tax return, Mr. 
Williams said. Parents who fur¬ 
nish more than one-half the cost 
of support for their child who is 
a full-time student may also 
claim him as an exemption on 
their tax return, unless the 'child 
is married and is filing a joint 
return with his or her spouse. 


The talble is based on consumer 
spending patterns and shows the 
average amount of state sales tax 
paid by Massachusetts residents. 
It may be used by taxpayers who 
itemize their Fedoeral income tax 
deductions. 

iSitate sales tax on automobiles 
purchased is not included in the 
table.

Taxpayers are not required to 
use the talble, Mr. Williams point¬ 
ed out. The table as furnished as 
a guide for the convenience off 
the taxpayers who want to de¬ 
duct a “standard” amount for 
state sales tax, which does not 
require detailed substantiation. 
Taxpayers who choose to do so, 
can deduct the actual amount of 
state sales taxes paid during the 
year.

Circulation growth 
past few years greatly warrants 
.his addition. There was approxi¬ 
mately an 11,000 volume increase 
in 1967 over 1066. 

The Center Library is the most 
structurally sound of all the three 
libraries. The Feeding Hills Li¬ 
brary is a very old wooden struc¬ 
ture and being a poor fire risk 
does not lend itself to addition. 
The North Agawam Library is 
located in one room of the Dana- 
hy School and being only 12’ by 
12 ’ can hardly be classified as 
a branch library. 

Many substantial gifts have al¬ 
ready been offered in the event 
that this addition becomes a reali- 


is, at this time, or will be in 
the future, available to them in 
a reasonable price range. No con¬ 
structive alternative plans have 
been presented to the Board by 
any opposition. 

If you look at a map of Aga¬ 
wam, you will see that this area 
is centrally located between 
Feeding Hills and North Aga¬ 
wam, and even the Center be¬ 
cause of Rt. 57. Parents would 
he less apt to worry if their chil¬ 
dren were to walk or bicycle to 
this area than' if they had to go 
to either one of the two heavily 
travelled shopping centers (First 
National and the Food Mart). 
These shopping centers are out of 
the question in this town for 
many reasons — extremely heavy 
automobile traffic, high cost of 
rental space, numerous barrooms 
and poolrooms in the area which 
are not conducive to good li¬ 
brary atmosphere, and the disci¬ 
pline problems created by par¬ 
ents dropping their children off 
at the library in order to be 
cared for while they do their 
shopping. 

It was agreed upon by the ma¬ 
jority (5 out of 6 ) of Library 
Trustees that regardless of so- 
called professional surveys, the 
Board must make decisions ap¬ 
plicable to Agawam. Other areas 
that have no hearing on our 
unique situation should not influ¬ 
ence the decisions of the Board. 

The Board of Library Trustees 
urges the citizens and the Town 
Meeting Members to enthusias¬ 
tically support our program. We 
J'eel that we are being very reas¬ 
onable in our requests. We need 
your help and your support. In 
this day and age, with so much 
emphasis on scholarship, it does 
not seem possible that the town 
would not do all it can to further 
the educational and cultural 
needs of Agawam.
